She merely 
accepted the posiiiou of guardian over 
them to piotoct tboiu lioiu the iu- 
roadit oi tbo Tmlce, and when tbu 
people oxpresnod a willingnosi to 
join GlOcco, tho proiccLoraio was 
relinquished. Tlioro wub nciihor n 
COBBion, trunblor nor aalo ot tbo i^landB 
by Greai Biiluin. iSciiliur wore they 
ever erected luto a iiiitish Colony. 
It ia quite true, as is urged by soino,

paired, bow aab thiDrmaa^wb9':Willi^oomi»]for- 
wai;fiiand. say that Bnglaiid will 6e only too 
glad to get rid of Brttiali Coiombia, be in ibe 
possession of hia senses? Ooofederation is 
within our reach. Wo bavo nnanimnnsly 
asked for it, and nwait ap answer. Would 
it be wise or proper to bold aiKilher ineetiiig 
a^ki^g for wlial we oiij!;hl to be well aware 
in unatlaiiiablc, before an answer is returned 
by the Canadiao Govern uient to tbo applica- 
tion alieady Bjnlf In a few weeks, ut tho 
faithest, tbe Coolcderatiou of Canada will bo 
proclaimed, and new life will be infused into 
the whole of fititiah North American Tbe 
measure, though not all that could be wished, 
yet investa the' people with unlimited eelfv 
government. Equal rights aro secured lo all, 
and the tie that uinds tbo Kastern Provinces 
to the inothetlaud ig one ol kindly synipailiy 
such aa a son who has gone out into ilio 
world feels towards his parent and the ok!

50,000,000 more. Tho ooantry abounds in 
mineral wealth, in timber, in coal — in all the 
resources that go to make a country ^ireat and 
prosperous. On the line of tho Si. La'-vrer.ee, 
Ironi itrt mouth wesUvarJ, pussinK lliroiiL;li ilio 
banin of the great lino ol lakes, and llienee 
through iho Red liiver, tho Apninboiiic, and 
ilie .Saakaicliewaii, thero is a coulhiuous e.\- 
tc'iit of watoc communioBtioo from tho sea 
of upwards of 2500 milea. And looking at 
tbe lower proviacea oguia, we find in addition 
to tbbir welNwatered interior they poa- 
aeas a continuous soa coast on their Atlaniio 
fruntier of opnards of 2000 mile.-', with 
countlesa bays an.l haibors and roadsleadn 
teeming with Bsh — iheir porta occupied by our 
commercial marine.

1( ibu 
Amsrican people possessed the.-e coloiiie,i — 
pod that they ardently desired it there can 
be DO doubt, — they would thea have an ex- 
tended frontier from tbe Gulf of Mexico to 
the North Pole, with no enemy bat tbe ice 
on tbe north. Aad while England would be 
purauing her free trade policy abe would fiud 
her products excluded from the markets ol 
America, and I c loll lo depend upon a more 
uncertain souice of trade neureir at Imme. 
A;;;ain, Enylaud has inadti lier.sell ihe wui k- 
ahup of Iho world, The jirusperity uf bei' 
people depends on a eonslaut sujjply ul raw 
material uf all I'lodi and a constant sale ol 
her inanufueUired produce. Any war, dia- 
turbauce, or coasa'ion of relations hetwemi 
her and the Colonies, interiering wilh this 
deinaod and supply must reduce a great part 
of her population lo distress. The in.pori- 
anco lo Boglaod of ber Oolonies is therefore 
apparent. She cannot give them op, if ahe 
would, and be sate ; and as we have pre- 
vioaaly remarked, lo release our Colony 
would be to release all. Tho queaiion, iliere- 
fcre, has only one phase. Annuxntioii we 
cannot get. To agitate il now would bo to 
UDtietllo the public min 1 and prevent lliein 
laking hold of what is v.-ilhin tlitir KuiKp. 
Wa asked for Confuderalion at a public 
meeting, held not many months ago. Tim 
Le^'inlative Ouanoil have also asked for ii, 
and Government has backed np ihe request 
with Ihe recommendation that it ia tbe best 
policy that can be adopted. If wo consult 
our own interests, we will take slops to re- 
present the urgent necessity of immediately 
including tbia Colony in the Confederacy, 
and a few nuintha only will elapse before 
oar request will receive a favorable answer.
